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Students  act  as  consultants

The  Management  Department  has  opened 
many  new  doors  for  students  by  officially 
becoming  a  Small  Business  Institute  this 
year.  The  Small  Business  Institute  pro¬ 
vides  a  mean  by  which  entrepreneurs  can 
seek  free  advice  from  college  students 
who  are  working  for  course  credit. 

Students  analyze  small  business  cases 
of  the  Northwest  Indiana  Region  and  make 
recommendations. 

“The  Management  Department  estab¬ 
lished  this  institute  strictly  as  a  service 
type  of  activity,”  said  Dr.  Feliksas  Palu- 
binskas.  Management  Department  Head. 

“It  is  valuable  three  ways,”  said  Palu- 
binskas.”  The  faculty  can  offer  students 
live  cases,  students  can  apply  their  learned 
knowledge  to  a  real  problem  and  entrepre¬ 
neurs  can  get  free  consultation  from  a 
knowledgeable  faculty  member  and  a  group 
of  interested  students. 

What  better  experience  could  we  ask 
for  in  dealing  with  real  business  prob¬ 
lems?” 

PUC  has  made  a  contract  with  the  Small 
Business  Administration.  The  SBA  is 
providing  funds  to  compensate  for  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  seven  cases  this  semester. 

However,  the  Management  Department 
is  taking  on  more  cases  than  these  seven.” 
The  faculty  is  making  many  sacrifices. 
This  is  a  great  investment  of  time,”  said 
Dr.  Jamaluddin  Husain,  director  of  Small 
Business  Institute. 

“The  University  realizes  we  are  part  of 
the  community  and  so  we  want  to  build 
bridges  with  the  businesses  outside.  We 
are  trying  to  shake  hands  with  the  commu¬ 
nity,”  Husain  said. 

The  Small  Business  Institute  is  inte¬ 
grated  into  course  work  for  credit  and  is 
available  to  seniors  and  graduate  students. 
Many  small  business  look  to  PUC  for 
assistance.

PUC  Chancellor,  Dr.  James  Yackel,  is 
implementing  a  scholarship  program  to 
attract  more  Illinois  residents  to  PUC. 

The  scholarship  program,  effective  in 
January,  is  designed  to  recruit  120  above- 
average  students  primarily  from  Illinois 
junior  colleges  including  South  Subur¬ 
ban,  Olive-Harvey,  Morraine  Valley  and 
Prairie  State.  However,  the  program  is 
open  to  incoming  students  from  junior 
colleges  in  all  states. 

The  scholarship  will  pay  the  out-of- 
state  portion  of  the  student’s  tuition  fees. 
The  out-of-state  student  that  receives  the 
scholarship  need  only  pay  the  cost  an  in¬ 
state  student  pays. 

Yackel  believes  this  will  provide  a  good 
incentive  to  attend  PUC  because  current 
out-of-state  fees  at  PUC  are  “comparable 
to  a  private  university’s  tuition.”  Yackel 


said  the  scholarship  will  pay  1  ‘roughly  60 
percent  of  the  student’s  tuition.” 

The  money  allocated  for  the  program  is 
based  on  120  students  taking  full-time 
course  loads.  According  to  Yackel,  the 
budgeted  cost  for  the  program  for  the 
spring  semester  is  $150.  Money  is  being 
provided  primarily  by  endowments  to  the 
University. 

Yackel  said  the  scholarship  is  academi¬ 
cally  based  and  will  be  renewed  each  year 
so  long  as  the  student  stays  above  average 
for  individual  course  of  study. 

According  to  Yackel,  the  program  will 
fill  a  few  more  seats  in  junior  and  senior 
level  classes  which  are  considered  under¬ 
populated  compared  tq  freshmen  and 
sophomore  level  classes.  Yackel  hopes 
scholarship  recipients  will  enhance  the 
quality  of  academics  at  PUC  and  add  fur¬ 
ther  enrichment  to  the  classroom.

Purdue  Alumni  Association-Calumet 
will  honor  Dr.  Lance  Trusty,  professor  of 
history,  with  its  “Distinguished  Service 
Award”  for  his  25+  years  of  outstanding 
service  to  PUC  and  its  students. 

PAAC  will  honor  Trusty  at  the  annual 
dinner  and  awards  ceremony  November  2 
at  the  Center  for  Visual  and  Performing 
Arts  in  Munster. 

Trusty  said  it  was  “nice  to  be  remem¬ 
bered  by  old  students.”  He  said  he  was 
quite  surprised  to  hear  that  he  was  being 
honored  by  the  alumni. 

Trusty  teaches  American  History  Sur¬ 
vey  and  graduate  courses  consisting  mostly 
of  the  pre-Civil  War  era.  When  asked 
about  his  career  choice  he  said,  “teaching 
is  one  of  the  few  ways  to  make  a  living 
dealing  with  history.” 

Trusty  is  the  founding  director  of  the 
Regional  Studies  Institute  at  PUC  and  a 
noted  historian  and  biographer  of  Calu¬ 
met  region  history. 


He  has  authored  several  articles  on 
Calumet  region  history,  which  include 
“The  Calumet  Region:  A  Master  Bibli¬ 
ography”  and,  his  most  recent  publica¬ 
tion,  “Hammond:  A  Centennial  Portrait,” 
the  second  edition  of  a  pictorial  essay  of 
the  history  of  Hammond. 

Trusty  also  wrote  several  articles  on 
the  Revolutionary  and  Civil  Wars,  one  of 
which  is  entitled  “Black  America:  A 
Bibliography,”  published  in  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Science  Monitor.  At  the  present  time 
he  is  preparing  ‘  ‘Workshop  of  the  World: 
The  Calumet  Region  Since  1920,  for  the 
Indiana  Historical  Society. 

Trusty  received  the  Standard  Oil  Foun¬ 
dation  Award  for  Outstanding  Teacher  of 
Undergraduates. 

Trusty’s  love  of  history  prompted  him 
to  do  his  research  and  writings  on  the 
Calumet  region.  Trusty  is  recognized  as 
the  foremost  authority  on  Calumet  region 
history. 

Prior  to  his  employment  at  PUC,  Trusty 
taught  at  Ohio  State  for  four  years  and  at 


Boston  University  for  one  year. 

He  received  his  doctorate  and  master’s 
degree  in  history  at  Boston  University.  He 


earned  a  bachelor’s  degree  in  history  at 
College  of  William  &  Mary  in  Wil¬ 
liamsburg,  VA.

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Williams  appointed  Assistant  Director  of  Admissions

When  prospective  students  attend  View 
Purdue  Calumet  on  November  3,  they  can 
thank  Assistant  Director  of  Admissions 
Fred  C.  Williams  for  organizing  this  op¬ 
portunity  to  see  what  PUC  has  to  offer.

Early  registration  dates  and  times  for 
the  spring  1991  semester  have  been  re¬ 
leased. 

Registrations  will  be  posted  and  proc¬ 
essed  according  to  the  student  semester 
classification. 

Seniors  and  Graduates  can  register  Oct. 
29,  Juniors  Oct.  30,  Sophomores  Oct.  31 
and  Nov.  1,  Freshmen  Nov.  2  through 
Nov.  8,  and  temporary  Undergrads  Nov. 
9.Re-entry,  transfer,  and  new  students  will 
register  Nov.  12  through  Nov.  16. 

Registration  times  will  be  9a.m.  to 
12p.m.,  la.m. lo 4p.m. .and 5p.m.  to 7p.m. 
with  the  exceptions  of  Monday  registra¬ 
tion  dates  which  start  at  10a.m.  and  Friday 
registration  dates  which  end  at  4p.m. 

Open  registration  will  be  Jan.  7, 8  and  9 
from  10a.m.  to  7p.m. 

Late  registrations  will  be  accepted  Jan. 
14  to  Jan.  18.  A  $7  late  fee  will  be  added 
per  course. 

The  Registration  Department  is  encour¬ 
aging  all  students  to  take  advantage  of 
early  registration.  This  way,  students 
have  a  better  chance  of  receiving  the  classes, 
times,  and  professors  they  request 
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finds  that  it’s  “not  hard  to  sell  something 
that’s  the  caliber  of  Purdue.” 

Williams  said,  “The  faculty  and  staff 
and  administrators  here  have  to  take  a  bow 
because  they’re  the  ones  who  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  tremendous  growth  over  the 
last  few  years.  They  need  to  be  com¬ 
mended.” 

In  the  process  of  pursuing  an  educa¬ 
tion,  Williams  advises,  “Be  honest  with 
yourself,  and  with  hard  work  and  dedica¬ 
tion,  you  can  achieve  anything  you  want 
to  achieve.  Do  what  you  want  to  do  and 
not  what  someone  else  wants  you  to  do.  ” 
Williams  chose  the  field  of  education 
because  he  felt  it  was  something  he  would 
enjoy  doing.  He  was  also  interested  in 
medicine,  but  an  honest  self-assessment 
suggested  he  did  not  have  the  commit¬ 
ment  and  discipline  to  be  a  doctor. 
Williams  credits  his  mother  and  mater¬ 


nal  grandmother  with  influencing  him  to 
attend  college.  He  said,  “They  instilled 
in  me  from  day  one  that  I  was  going  to  do 
something  that  they  didn't  have  the  chance 
to  do;  I  attribute  a  lot  of  my  success  to 
them.” 

One  of  those  successes  is  Williams’ 
most  memorable  experience  at  PUC: 
receiving  the  outstanding  teaching  award 
in  1986.  He  taught  academic  and  career 
development  courses  which  covered  study 
skills,  test  taking,  note  taking,  resume 
writing,  job  interviews  and  career  explo¬ 
ration. 

Williams  then  became  the  assistant  di¬ 
rector  of  Upward  Bound,  a  program  de¬ 
signed  to  expose  high  school  juniors  and 
seniors  to  university  life  by  taking  sum¬ 
mer  classes  in  Lafayette  and  Saturday 
classes  on  this  campus.  The  system  is 
designed  for  students  with  academic  po¬ 


tential  who  may  not  have  considered  col¬ 
lege. 

Moving  from  teaching  to  administra¬ 
tion  was  “just  a  logical  progression”  for 
Williams  in  an  effort  to  continue  building 
on  his  experience. 

Most  recently,  Williams  was  assistant 
director  of  minority  affairs  at  Ball  State 
University  where  he  was  responsible  for 
providing  programs  and  support  systems 
for  minority  students. 

Williams  said,  “It’s  really  good  to  be 
back  at  Purdue.  I  always  considered  PUC 
to  be  my  home.” 

Williams  received  his  bachelor’s  de¬ 
gree  in  education  from  Purdue  University 
in  Lafayette.  He  earned  his  master’s  degree 
in  education  at  Northern  Illinois  Univer¬ 
sity  where  he  was  also  employed  in  admis¬ 
sions  and  academic  counseling.

Our  nation

The  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  President  Dwight  David  Eisen¬ 
hower  was  celebrated  on  October  14,  at 
Gettysburg  college,  in  Pennsylvania  near 
the  Civil  War  battlefields,  where  Abra¬ 
ham  Lincoln  delivered  his  famous  ad¬ 
dress.  If  I  had  been  old  enough,  I  would 
have  voted  for  Eisenhower’s  democratic 
opponent,  Adlai  Stevenson.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  wearing  my  recently  purchased  “I 
Like  Ike’  ’  button,  I  attended  the  gala  four 
day  birthday  event,  enjoyed  the  beautiful 
autumn  scenery,  the  West  Point  glee  club’s 
music  and  Bob  Hope’s  humor. 

I  was  involved  in  the  serious  aspect  of 
the  celebration,  an  attempt  by  scholars  to 
evaluate  Eisenhower’s  White  House  years. 
Many  participants  looked  back  to  the  fif¬ 
ties,  “the  good  old  days”  of  a  powerful

United  States  leading  the  free  world  against 
the  Communist  menace,  a  country  of  church 
going  families,  where  father  was  bread 
winner,  mother  full-time  housewife.  Some 
participants  recalled  other  aspects  fo  that 
America,  a  thoughtless  conformity,  racial 
inequality,  the  absence  of  opportunity  for 
women  and  minorities. 

What  role  did  President  Eisenhower 
play?  He  would  not  use  the  White  House 
as  a  pulpit.  Unfortunately,  he  declined 
either  to  end  Senator  Joseph  McCarthy’s 
destructive  Communist  witch  hunt  or  ac¬ 
tively  encourage  extension  of  civil  rights. 
But  by  pursuing  peace,  he  attempted  ne¬ 
gotiations  with  the  Soviets  and  dedicated 
to  upholding  the  law.  He  ordered  troops  to 
Little  Rock  Arkansas  making  it  possible 
for  Black  children  to  attend  what  previ¬ 


ously  had  been  an  all-white  school. 

After  conclusion  of  our  sessions,  I  toured 
the  Gettsyburg  battlefields,  and  looking 
over  the  now  peaceful  corn  fields,  remem¬ 
bered  our  bloody  Civil  War.  A  group  of 
present  day  soldiers,  young  men  and  women 
--  an  assortment  of  wh  ite,  black  and  brown 
faces  -  in  fatigues  and  boots  marched 
passed  with  their  officers.  I  remembered 
Eisenhower  the  military  leader,  the  com¬ 
mander  who  directed  the  invasion  of 
Normandy  and  achieved  victory  in  Eu¬ 
rope.  When  Ike  served  in  the  army,  the 
forces  were  completely  segregated.  As 
president,  he  ordered  steps  towards  inte¬ 
gration. 

Our  thirty-fourth  president  was  an  ex¬ 
perienced  soldier  who  well  understood 
the  horror  of  war.  As  I  watched  the 


smiling  young  soldiers  touring  the 
Gettsysburg  battlefields,  I  realized  that 
they  might  very  well  be  called  upon  to  join 
their  comrades  in  Saudi- Arabia,  that  they 
might  see  action  against  Iraq.  During  an 
earlier  Middle-East  crisis.  President  Eis¬ 
enhower  had  said,  “In  our  own  way  and 
time  we  will  do  what  is  right.”  And  that 
is  what  he  did. 

Today  President  Bush  is,  of  course, 
acting  to  protect  the  national  interest, 
assisting  Saudi- Arabia,  assuring  access  to 
Middle  East  Oil.  At  the  same  time,  mov¬ 
ing  beyond  self-interest  our  nation  is  doing 
more.  We  are  honoring  the  Eisenhower 
legacy,  attempting  to  do  what  is  right.  I 
returned  from  Gettysburg  with  a  new  button. 
This  one  says  “I  still  like  Ike.”

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Media  room  needed  for  football  player  interviews

The  issue  over  female  reporters  being 
allowed  in  professional  football  players 
locker  rooms  is  ridiculous  and  blown  way 
out  of  proportion. 

The  whole  situation  was  brought  to  a 
head  Sept.  17  when  Boston  Herald  re¬ 
porter  Lisa  Olson  claimed  that  several 
New  England  Patriot  players  made  lewd 
comments  to  her  while  she  was  conduct¬ 
ing  an  interview.  Patriot’s  owner  Victor 
Kiam  first  brushed  it  off  by  saying,  “it 
was  a  flyspeck  in  the  ocean.”  He  was 
later  accused  of  referring  to-  Olson  as  a 
“classic  b— h,”  to  which  he  denies. 

After  the  NFL  launched  an  investiga¬ 
tion  and  levied  fines  against  Patriot’s  players 
and  management,  Olson  was  still  not  sat¬ 
isfied.  I  believe  she  saw  her  opportunity 
to  gain  national  recognition  and  would  not 
put  the  fire  out  until  she  got  her  name  out 
in  every  paper  and  sports  magazine  in  the 
country.  Olson,  who  later  appeared  on  an 
NBC  football  program,  was  quoted  as 
saying  that  Kiam ’s  apology  “was  a  start.  ’  ’ 

One  week  later,  the  virus  spread  into 
the  locker  room  of  the  Cincinnati  Ben- 
gals.  Head  coach  Sam  Wyche,  was  fined 
$30,000  by  NFL  commissioner  Paul  Ta- 
gliabue  for  not  allowing  a  female  reporter 
into  their  locker  room  following  a  Mon¬ 
day  Night  Football  game.  Is  this  sexual 
harassment,  discrimination,  or  just  a  situ¬ 
ation  where  women  reporters  want  more 
rights  than  they  deserve?

ing  world,  but  do  the  women  feel  the  same 
way?  When  was  the  last  time  that  you  saw 
a  male  reporter  interviewing  a  female 
tennis  player  or  golfer  while  they  were 
wearing  only  a  towel,  if  that? 

For  the  women  reporters  to  be  crying 
sexual  harassment  is  like  Hugh  Hefner 
complaining  that  he  is  being  exploited, 
utterly  ridiculous! 

Ladies,  when  you  go  into  a  locker  room 
after  the  team  has  just  been  embarrassed 
in  every  aspect  on  the  field,  you  must 
expect  to  hear  lewd  comments  flying  out 
of  almost  everyone’s  mouth.

Streep  gives  mesmerizing  performance

Meryl  Streep  has  done  it  again!  For 
years,  Streep  has  never  failed  to  mesmer¬ 
ize  us.  From  playing  a  Polish  girl  to  por¬ 
traying  an  Australian  mother,  Streep  seems 
to  possess  1,001  characters,  each  one  en¬ 
tirely  different  from  the  other.  In  “Post¬ 
cards  from  the  Edge,’  ’  Streep  took  a  break 
from  her  well-leamed  accents,  Madamme 
de  Pompadour  clothes  and  virtuosity  to 
play  a  Hollywood  actress  who  never  quite 
became  a  star. 

Suzanne  Vale  (Streep),  the  heroine  from 
Carrie  Fisher’s  1987  hit  novel,  might  be 
described  as  a  woman  who  has  every¬ 
thing,  and  yet  feels  she  has  nothing.  She 
lives  a  typical  Hollywood  life-a  lot  of 
sleep,  a  little  bit  of  acting,  lots  and  lots  of 
drugs,  and  more  emptiness.  ’’Postcards 
from  the  Edge  ’  ’  starts  with  Vale  emerging 
from  a  drug-rehabilitation  clinic  and  moving 
in  with  her  mother,  Doris  Main  (Shirley 
MacLaine),  a  “once”  luminous  star,  and 
an  alcoholic. 


The  movie  then  follows  Vale’s  struggle 
with  staying  away  bom  drugs.  Vale  turned 
to  drugs  when  life  offered  depression, 
anxiety  and  heartache.  At  this  point  of  her 
self-renewal,  the  temptations  of  going  back 
to  her  wayward  ways  are  hard  to  resist  At 
work,  she  is  bombarded  with  unflattering 
comments  such  as:  “You’re  too  fat,”  and 
“You  don’t  know  how  to  act.”Her  lov- 
elife  is  also  going  downhill  with  her  affair 
with  a  producer  (Dennis  Quaid),  who’s  a 
cheating  hog.  At  home,  she  realizes  that 
she’s  really  a  stranger  in  her  own  family. 
However  tempting  the  situations  may  be. 
Vale  manages  to  stay  away  from  drugs 
and  eventually  discovers  her  inner-strength 
and  regains  her  self-esteem. 

The  script’s  one-liners  are  free  of  New 
York  jargon  that  is  typically  used  in  Neil 
Simon’ s  works,  and  instead  offers  a  sharp- 
tongued  intelligence  representing  the 
Southern  California  division.  Carrie  Fisher 
(who  did  the  screen  adaptation  herself) 


Horatio’s  Comer 


seems  to  understand  the  problems  of  drug- 
addiction  and  offers  a  story  so  vividly 
told. 

Mike  Nichols  (‘  ‘The  Graduate'  ’,  “Silk- 
wood”)  had  a  firm  grip  in  directing 
“Postcards  from  the  Edge.”  His  movies 
are  usually  about  confused  characters 
yearning  to  discover  their  inner-strength, 
and  in  this  film,  Nichols’  style  is  clearly 
seen  in  Suzanne  Vale’s  character.  The 
cinematography  also  characterizes  the  film 
and  Hollywood  as  a  whole.  At  one  point, 
the  film  captures  the  elegance  of  Holly¬ 
wood,  and  on  the  other,  the  screen  shows 
dim-light  effects  to  portray  the  dark  side 
of  the  business. 

The  movie  is  also  filled  with  a  powerful 
cast.  Steep  gave  an  excellent  perform¬ 
ance  as  Suzanne  Vale.  Her  performance 
is  equalled  with  the  talented  Shirley 
MacLaine  as  her  mother.  The  two  ac¬ 
tresses  successfully  portrayed  a  mother 
and  daughter  who  are  aching  to  know  each 


other  again.  In  a  way,  this  movie  is  com¬ 
parable  to  “Terms  of  Endearment”  al¬ 
though  in  “Postcards...”,  one  character 
doesn’t  have  to  die  to  realize  they  love 
each  other-they  really  love  each  other.
